expressed “an interest in 
making sure that if in fact 
the National Guard is used, 
it is used in a limited and 
appropriate way.” 

"I’ll be watching over the 
next several days, to assess 
whether, in fact, it's helping 
rather than hindering prog¬ 
ress in Ferguson," Obama 


said. The role of the Na¬ 
tional Guard will be limited, 
Nixon said in a statement. 
Troops will protect the 
police command center 
here, which the authorities 
said came under a coordi¬ 
nated attack Sunday night.

lamic militants from attack¬ 
ing religious minorities in 
Iraq, although he said the 
international community 
— not just one country — 
should decide how to in¬ 
tervene. Obama called re¬ 
capturing the dam by Iraqi 
and Kurdish forces a “major 
step forward” in the battle 
against Islamic State mili¬ 
tants. Had the dam been 
breached, it could have 
had catastrophic conse¬ 
quences and endangered 
U.S. Embassy personnel in 
Baghdad, Obama said at 
the White House. He said 
the U.S. is urgently provid¬ 
ing arms and assistance to 
Iraqi security forces as well 
as Kurdish fighters fighting 
the extremists. 

“We’ve got a national se¬ 
curity interest in making 
sure our people are pro¬ 
tected and in making sure 


tained, because ultimately 
it can pose a threat to us,” 
Obama told reporters. 

He also urged the badly 
fractured and largely dys¬ 
functional Iraqi govern¬ 
ment to move quickly to 
forge a united front. He

Assange talks of 
leaving embassy, 
sows confusion

LONDON (AP) — WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange 
sowed confusion Monday 
with an announcement 
that appeared to indicate 
he was leaving his embas¬ 
sy bolt hole, but his spokes¬ 
man later clarified that 
that would not happen 
unless the impasse over his 
extradition were resolved. 
Assange made the cryptic 
comments during a press 
conference at the Ecua¬ 
dorean Embassy in London 
following a meeting with 
Ricardo Patino, the Latin 
American nation’s for¬ 
eign minister. When asked 
about speculation — some 
of it sparked by a recent in¬ 
terview with a British news¬ 
paper — that the 43-year- 
old Australian was ready to 
leave the embassy to seek 
medical treatment, As¬ 
sange declined to answer 
directly, instead pointing 
to Kristinn Hrafnsson, the 
WikiLeaks spokesman, who 
was in the back of the 
room. 

“He said I can confirm that 
I am leaving the embassy 
soon, but perhaps not for 
the reasons that (news me¬ 
dia) are saying,” Assange 
said. 

He refused to elaborate 
on the awkwardly worded 
statement. 

Leaving the embassy 
would be a big move 
for Assange, who has re¬ 
mained trapped in the 
building since he sought 
refuge there more than 
two years ago. Assange is 
seeking to avoid extradi¬ 
tion to Sweden, where he 
is wanted over sex crimes 
allegations, or the United 
States, where authorities 
are investigating his spec¬ 
tacular disclosures of se¬ 
cret information. 

As bewildered journalists 
huddled after the press 
conference, Hrafnsson 
said that what Assange 
meant to convey was that 
he was ready to leave the 
embassy as soon as the 
British government gave 
him the guarantees he was 
seeking, namely the right 
to travel freely to Ecuador

WASHINGTON (AP) —Crim¬ 
inal charges usually cripple 
or kill the future ambitions 
of an American politician. 
But that's far from certain 
with Rick Perry, the Republi¬ 
can governor of Texas and 
a potential presidential 
candidate in 2016. 

His fellow Republicans are 
circling the wagons around 
Perry, outraged at allega¬ 
tions he broke the law by 
trying to force the resigna¬ 
tion of an elected Demo¬ 
cratic prosecutor who had 
been arrested for drunken 
driving and videotaped in 
a rant against her jailers. 
And Perry has barely bro¬ 
ken stride as he plans to 
test the political waters 
in three key states in the 
next two weeks, trying 
to rally conservatives by 
claiming to be a victim of 
government overreach. 
The charges have further 
raised the political heat in 
the state where the gover¬ 
norship, all House of Rep¬ 
resentative slots and one 
of two Senate seats will be 
decided in the November 
midterm election. Perry is 
the longest-serving gov¬ 
ernor in state history and 
plans to complete his third 
and final term in January 
as planned. 

On Monday, Judge Bert 
Richardson, who is over¬ 
seeing the case, cleared 
the way for those travels, 
deciding that Perry would 
not be arrested but instead 


will be issue a summons to 
appear. A summons was 
being prepared to hold 
Perry’s arraignment — a 
court appearance to an¬ 
swer the charges — on 
Aug. 29 at 9 a.m., accord¬ 
ing to the Travis County Dis¬ 
trict Clerk’s Office. But Per¬ 
ry spokesman Felix Browne 
said Monday evening that 
date had not been con¬ 
firmed, adding that the 
governor wouldn't need to 
appear personally at the 
arraignment. Perry would 
appear personally at his 
booking. 

Perry has called the crimi¬ 
nal charges “outrageous,” 
and vigorously challenged 
them as politically motivat¬ 
ed in Sunday appearance 
on conservative Fox News 
television. 

“Across the board you're 
seeing people weigh in 
and reflecting that this is 
way outside of the norm. 
This is not the way that we 
settle differences, political 
differences in this country,” 
Perry said Sunday on Fox 
News. “You don't do it with 
indictments. We settle our 
political differences at the 
ballot box.” 

A Travis County grand jury 
on Friday indicted Perry 
on two criminal charges 
for carrying out a threat 
to veto funds to state’s 
Public Integrity Unit that is 
under the oversight of Tra¬ 
vis County district attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg, the 
elected Democrat who 
was convicted of drunken

Perry said he had lost con¬ 
fidence in the prosecutor 
and had been clear about 
his intentions to veto the 
funding. The governor said 
Sunday that the indictment 
reflected a larger problem 
of government agencies 
not following the rule of 
law, pointing to the Inter¬ 


nal Revenue Service scan¬ 
dal in Washington, where 
Republicans charge the 
taxing agency discriminat¬ 
ed against non-profit status 
for their fundraising groups, 
and concerns about Na¬ 
tional Security Agency sur¬ 
veillance. 

“This is nothing more than 
banana republic politics," 
Tony Buzbee a Houston- 
based defense attorney 
who will head a cadre of 
four lawyers from Texas 
and Washington defend¬ 
ing Perry, said at a news 
conference. “The charges 
lobbed against the gover¬ 
nor are a really nasty at¬ 
tack not only on the rule of 
law but on the Constitution 
of the United States, the 
state of Texas and also the 
fundamental constitution¬ 
al protections that we all 
enjoy.”□

“With these additional re¬ 
sources in place," Nixon 
said, “the Missouri state 
Highway Patrol and local 
law enforcement will con¬ 
tinue to respond appropri¬ 
ately to incidents of law¬ 
lessness and violence, and 
protect the civil rights of all 
peaceful citizens to make 
their voices heard.” 

The authorities have been 
stymied in their efforts to 
quell the unrest in the street 
caused by the death of the 
teenager, Michael Brown, 
on Aug. 9. Nixon turned to 
the state Highway Patrol 
to oversee crowd control 
Thursday after local of¬ 
ficials were criticized for 
heavy-handed tactics that 
included the use of tear 
gas and military-style ve¬ 
hicles. 

The state's less confronta¬ 
tional approach seemed 
to calm the crowds for 
one night, but tensions 
between the police and 
protesters have since sur¬ 
passed levels seen earlier. 
Obama said to reporters 
that while the “vast major¬ 


ity” of residents who had 
taken to the streets were 
protesting peacefully, a 
“small minority” had acted 
violently. 

“While I understand the 


passions and the anger 
that arise over the death 
of Michael Brown, giving 
in to that anger by looting 


or carrying guns and even 
attacking the police only 
serves to raise tensions and 
stir chaos,” Obama said. 

“In too many communities 
around the country, a gulf 


of mistrust exists between 
local residents and law en¬ 
forcement,” Obama said. 
“In too many communities. 


too many young men of 
color are left behind and 
seen only as objects of 
fear.” 

He also criticized the be¬ 
havior of the police in

people the right to protest 
peacefully.” 

On the street, law enforce¬ 
ment officials indicated 
Monday that they would 
take a different tack with 
protesters. People will not 
be allowed to congregate 
on the major thoroughfare 
that has been the center 
of the protests here. They 
could walk, officials said, 
but not be stationary. 

At midmorning Monday, 
about a dozen county and 
state police officers told a 
small group that it could 
not gather at the QuikTrip 
convenience store that 
had been burned last 
week during protests over 
the death of Brown, 18. 
People could walk up and 
down the street to protest, 
the officers told the group, 
which included the Rev. 
Jesse L. Jackson, but they 
could not stand in one 
place. 

“We're not doing any 
more static protesting," 
one state trooper said. 
“Here’s the biggest rea¬ 
son we're asking people 
to move," another trooper 
said. “So we can take care 
of it before it gets to that 
stage,” he said, referring to 
the violent clashes of previ¬ 
ous nights. The move was 
met with angry protests 
from those assembled, who 
stayed but milled around 
a bit. “In its most gener¬ 
ous way, it’s alienation," 
Jackson said. “That will just 
compound the problem.” 
Schools in the area were 
also closed Monday. 

On Sunday night, hours 
before the start of the sec¬ 
ond night of a mandatory 
curfew Nixon had ordered 
Saturday, police officers 
came under assault from 
gunfire and firebombs and 
responded with their larg¬ 
est show of force so far. 
Using a barrage of tear gas 
and smoke canisters, and

Father of Amish 
girls says sorry 
for kidnappers 

OSWEGATCHIE, New York 
(AP) — The father of two 
Amish girls abducted in 
northern New York last 
week said he feels sorry for 
the two people authorities 
say kidnapped and sexu¬ 
ally abused his daughters. 
The parents of the 7- and 
12-year-old sisters spoke to 
the Johnson Newspapers 
at their home on Sunday, 
two days after Stephen 
Howells Jr. and Nicole 
Vaisey were charged with 
kidnapping with the intent 
to physically or sexually 
abuse the girls. 

“It’s sad,” the 44-year-old 
father said. “They must 
have ruined their whole 
life.” 

The Associated Press is not 
naming the family mem¬ 
bers because it generally 
does not identify victims of 
sexual abuse. 

The sisters were abducted 
Wednesday from a farm 
stand in front of the family’s 
home near the Canadian 
border. 

They were set free about 
24 hours later and turned 
up safe at a house 15 miles 
(24 kilometers) from where 
they were taken. 

Howells and Vaisey were 
arrested Friday. Authori¬ 
ties say the couple sexually 
abused the girls before let¬ 
ting them go. District Attor¬ 
ney Mary Rain has said ad¬ 
ditional charges are likely 
as early as this week. 

Sheriff Kevin Wells said 
Monday that investiga¬ 
tors have finished gather¬ 
ing evidence at the home 
Howells and Vaisey share. 
He said that it will take time 
to go through that infor¬ 
mation and that there has 
been no decision to file 
additional charges ahead 
of a preliminary hearing 
scheduled for Thursday.

MISSION, Texas (AP) — On 

a recent moonlit night, U.S. 
Border Patrol agents be¬ 
gan rounding up eight 
immigrants hiding in and 
around a canal near the 
Rio Grande. A Texas state 
police officer soon arrived 
to help. Then out of the 
darkness emerged seven 
more armed men in fa¬ 
tigues. 

Agents assumed the cam¬ 
ouflaged crew that joined 
in pulling the immigrants 
from the canal’s milky 
green waters was a tacti¬ 
cal unit from the Texas De¬ 
partment of Public Safety. 
Only later did they learn 
that the men belonged to 
the Texas Militia, a group of 
armed private citizens that 
dresses like a team of elite 
police officers but has no 
law-enforcement training 
or authority of any kind. 

The presence of armed mi¬ 
litia members working on 
their own in a region known 
for human smuggling, drug 
smuggling and illegal im¬ 
migration has added one 
more variable to an al¬ 
ready complex and tense 
situation as America's bor¬ 
der crisis escalates. 

A surge of illegal immigra¬ 
tion put renewed attention 
on the border this summer. 
About 63,000 unaccompa¬ 
nied child immigrants were 
arrested between October 
and July, the vast major¬ 
ity of them in South Texas. 
Some militia and self-de¬ 
scribed “patriot" groups re¬ 
sponded with a call to seal 
the border. 

The Aug. 6 incident in Mis¬ 
sion ended peacefully with 
the immigrants arrested 
and the Border Patrol ad¬ 
vising the militia members 
“to properly and promptly” 
identify themselves any¬ 
time they encounter law- 
enforcement officers. But 


the episode was unset¬ 
tling enough for the Border 
Patrol to circulate an “is¬ 
sue paper" warning other 
agents. 

Law enforcement are warn¬ 
ing that the militia could 
cause chaos throughout 
the Rio Grande Valley, a 
wide area patrolled by 


more than 3,000 border 
agents, as well as hundreds 
of state police, game war¬ 
dens and local police offi¬ 
cers. Gov. Rick Perry is also 
sending as many as 1,000 
National Guard reserve 
troops. 

“How do they identify 
themselves? Do they have 
badges? How do we know 
who they are?” J.P. Rodri¬ 
guez, a Hidalgo County 
Sheriff’s Office spokesman, 
said of the militia. “If they’re 
all just dressed in camos, it's 
kind of hard to distinguish 
whether they’re law en¬ 
forcement or not.... There's 


a lot of potential for stuff to 
go wrong.” 

One year ago, a member 
of an Arizona Minuteman 
border-watch group was 
arrested for pointing a rifle 
at a sheriff’s deputy he 
apparently mistook for a 
drug smuggler. Maricopa 
County Sheriff Joe Arpaio 


warned of “chaos if you’re 
going to have private citi¬ 
zens dressed just like our 
deputies taking the law 
into their own hands.” 

If militia members aren’t 
careful in their dealings 
with real law officers, “there 
could be some dead militia 
out there," he added. 

The Border Patrol declined 
to comment on the en¬ 
counter in Mission, refer¬ 
ring questions to a general 
statement on militias re¬ 
leased last month by U.S. 
Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection. 

That statement said the 


agency “does not endorse 
or support any private 
group or organization from 
taking matters into their 
own hands as it could have 
disastrous personal and 
public safety consequenc¬ 
es.” 

The militia members who 
surprised the Border Pa¬ 


trol that night told agents 
they wanted to help with 
the “border crisis” and that 
they supported the agen¬ 
cy’s efforts, according to a 
copy of the issue paper ob¬ 
tained by The Associated 
Press. 

Emails sent to a website for 
the Texas Militia were not 
answered. 

Militias in the United States 
trace their roots to the U.S. 
Constitution. They are al¬ 
lowed to own their guns, 
citing the 2nd amendment 
of the U.S. Constitution, and 
usually pass their time to¬ 
gether training.

quality food is strong and 
pronounced.” 

The company faces an up¬ 
hill battle, especially if the 
past is any indication. The 
salads it introduced more 
than a decade ago ac¬ 
count for just 2 to 3 percent 
of sales. And the chain last 
year discontinued its Fruit & 
Walnut salad and premium 
Angus burgers, which ana¬ 
lysts said were priced too 
high for McDonald’s cus¬ 
tomers at around $5. 

The problem is that some 
people don’t consider Mc¬ 
Donald’s a place to get 


high quality food, in part 
because the prices are so 
low. And while McDonald’s 
has added salads and a 
yogurt parfait to its menu 
over the years, Americans 
are gravitating toward oth¬ 
er attributes, like organic 
produce and meat raised 
without antibiotics. 

“People just don't think 
of McDonald’s as having 
that premium quality,” said 
Sara Senatore, a restau¬ 
rant industry analyst with 
Bernstein Research. 

In some ways, the image 
McDonald’s is battling is 
ironic, given its reputation 
for exacting standards with 
suppliers. Thompson has 
also noted the ingredients 
tend to be fresh because 
restaurants go through 
them so quickly. 

“The produce and the 
products that we have at 
breakfast and across the 
menu are fresher than — 
no disrespect intended — 
what most of you have in 
your refrigerators,” he said 
at an analyst conference 
in May. 

But even that reputation 
for supply chain rigor was 
recently tarnished when 
the chain’s longtime sup¬ 
plier was reported to have 
sold expired meat to its res¬ 
taurants in China. 

The Price Conundrum 
The low-cost burgers, ice 
cream cones and other 
food that made McDon¬ 
ald’s so popular since it 
was founded in 1955 have 
come to define it. And 
some people can't get 
over the idea that low pric¬ 
es equal low quality. 

“It’s the whole perception 
people get when you sell 
something cheaply," said 
Richard Adams, who used 
to own McDonald’s res¬ 
taurants in San Diego and 


now runs a consulting firm 
for franchisees. 

Anne Johnson, forinstance, 
said she eats at McDon¬ 
ald’s because she can get 
a burger, fries and drink for 
about $5. But Johnson, a 
New York resident, doesn’t 
think there are any healthy 
options there. 

“Basically, it’s junk food,” 
she said. Adding to its chal¬ 
lenge, McDonald’s can’t 
seem to raise prices with¬ 
out driving people away. 
Pressured by rising costs 
for beef and other ingre¬ 
dients, the chain tried to 
move away from the Dollar 
Menu in 2012 with an “Extra 
Value Menu” where items 
were priced at around $2. 
But customers are appar¬ 
ently righteous about the 
$1 price point, and the 
strategy was scrapped. 
Last year, McDonald's 
changed its tactic a bit, 
hoping not to turn off cus¬ 
tomers. It tweaked the 
name of the “Dollar Menu” 
to the “Dollar Menu & 
More.” McDonald’s low 
prices also are part of 
what keeps it from com¬ 
peting with places such 
as Chipotle, which is tout¬ 
ing the removal of geneti¬ 
cally modified ingredients 
from its menu, and Panera, 
which recently said it will 
eliminated all artificial in¬ 
gredients by 2016. Such 
moves would be Hercu¬ 
lean feats for McDonald’s, 
given its pricing model and 
the complexity of its menu. 
Meanwhile, the company 
acknowledges there are 
problems with how people 
perceive its food. “A lot of 
our guests don’t believe 
our food is real,” said Dan 
Coudreaut, director of culi¬ 
nary innovation at McDon¬ 
ald’s, in an interview last

U.S. homebuilders are feel¬ 
ing more confident in their 
sales prospects headed 
into next year, a sign that 
home construction and 
sales of newly built homes 
may pick up after stalling 
this summer. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders/Wells Fargo 
builder sentiment index re¬ 
leased Monday rose this 
month to 55, up two points 
from a revised reading of 
53 in July. 

The latest reading is the 
third monthly increase in a 
row and the highest since 
January, when it was 56. 
Readings above 50 indi¬ 
cate more builders view 
sales conditions as good, 
rather than poor. 

Builders’ view of current

Unemployment rises in most US states

WASHINGTON (AP) — Un¬ 
employment rates rose in 
30 U.S. states last month, 
even as employers in two- 
thirds of the states stepped 
up hiring. The trends reflect 
an increase in job-hunters 
nationwide as an improv¬ 
ing economy has encour¬ 
aged more people to seek 
work. 

The Labor Department 
said Monday that unem¬ 
ployment rates fell in eight 
states in July and were 
unchanged in 12. At the 
same time, hiring rose in 36 
states, fell in 13, and was 
unchanged in Iowa. 

The national unemploy¬ 
ment rate ticked up to 6.2 
percent in July from 6.1 
percent in June, the gov¬ 
ernment said earlier this 


month, even as employers 
added 209,000 jobs. 

The reason the rate rose 
nationwide even as hir¬ 
ing increased is that more 
Americans launched job 
searches but didn't find 
work. That lifted the num¬ 
ber of unemployed. Still, 
the rise in people seeking 
jobs suggests they're more 
optimistic about their pros¬ 
pects. 

The jobless aren’t count¬ 
ed as unemployed unless 
they're actively seeking 
work. 

Mississippi had the highest 
unemployment rate in July, 
at 8 percent, its first month 
with the highest since the 
2008-2009 Great Reces¬ 
sion. In June, Mississippi and 
Rhode Island had tied with 
rates of 7.9 percent. Rhode 
Island had the highest rate 


for several months earlier 
this year. After recession 
ended in June 2009, Michi¬ 
gan and then Nevada typi¬ 
cally had the highest rates. 
In July, Georgia had the 
second-highest rate, at 7.8 
percent. 

Michigan, Rhode Island 
and Nevada were tied with 
the third-highest, at 7.7 per¬ 
cent. 

North Dakota had the low¬ 
est rate in the nation, as it 
has for many years, at 2.8 
percent. The state is ben¬ 
efiting from an oil and gas 
drilling boom. Utah and 
Nebraska were tied with 
the next lowest rates, at 3.6 
percent. 

The biggest job gains were 
in Texas, which added 
46,600 jobs, followed by 
California, with 27,700 and 
Michigan, with 17,900.Q 


pace. They slid 8.1 per¬ 
cent in June to a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate of 
406,000. 

A mix of rising home pric¬ 
es, higher mortgage rates 
and meager wage growth 
has made it more difficult 
for would-be homebuyers 
to purchase a newly built 
home, particularly first-time 
buyers.

In the latest NAHB index, 
which was based on re¬ 
sponses from 366 build¬ 
ers, builder confidence 
improved nationally and 
on a regional basis, with 
readings for the Midwest, 
West, Northeast and South 
all posting gains from last 
month. The index gauging 
current sales conditions for 
single-family homes rose 
two points to 58, while 
builders’ outlook for sales 
over the next six months 
also rose two points, climb¬

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Personal Health: Picking Apart Objections to Eating Fish

I grew up eating fish. My family 
enjoyed a fish meal at least once 
a week, usually mackerel, salm¬ 
on trout (now called steelhead) 
or flounder. Lox, pickled herring, 
smoked whitefish and sable were 
occasional treats. 

In summer, when I caught little 
sunfish and perch in a local lake, 
my mother dutifully cleaned and 
pan-fried them. Yum! 

My sons like fish, and fishing, too. 
They often took sardine sandwich¬ 
es for lunch at school; I knew they 
would not be traded for PB&J. 
When they pulled a 5-pound carp 
from a Minnesota river, I stuffed 
and baked it, to the delight of din¬ 
ner guests. I’m thrilled, too, that all 
four grandsons like fish. 

So it baffles me that fish remains 
so unloved in comparison with the 
other sources of animal protein: 
red meat and poultry. 

I know all the excuses: ‘‘I don’t 
know what to buy.” ‘‘I don’t know 
how to prepare it." “It smells up 
the kitchen.” “I once ate bad fish 
and never touched it again.” 
There are ways to overcome these 
objections. (A decade ago, I pro¬ 
duced a seafood cookbook with 
Richard Flaste to facilitate this.) 
And it helps to know how and why 
to choose certain fish and shellfish 
over others. 

Let’s start with health. Fish is good 
for you, better than heart-dam¬ 
aging red meat and even bet¬ 
ter than lean poultry. Oily fish like 
salmon, mackerel, bluefish, her¬ 
ring and sardines are rich in ome¬ 
ga-3 fatty acids. These are poly¬ 
unsaturated fatty acids that may 
protect against heart attacks and 
stroke, help control blood clotting 
and build cell membranes in the 
brain. They are also important to 
an infant’s visual and neurologi¬ 
cal development. 

Omega-3s may also help amelio¬ 
rate a variety of conditions, such 
as cancer, depression, inflamma¬ 
tory bowel disease, and auto¬ 
immune disorders like lupus and 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

The best evidence for the bene¬ 
fits comes from studies of people 
who have long eaten fish, as op¬ 


posed to taking supplements of 
omega-3s. 

Nearly three decades ago, Dutch 
researchers published a ground¬ 
breaking study in The New England 
Journal of Medicine. Intrigued by 
the extremely low death rate from 
coronary heart disease among 
Greenland Eskimos, the Dutch 
team followed 872 men aged 40 
to 59 for 20 years and found that 


those who ate as little as one or 
two fish meals a week had a 50 
percent lower death rate from 
heart attacks than those who did 
not eat fish. 

Other studies linked fish consump¬ 
tion to a reduced risk of strokes, 
although later research conclud¬ 
ed that the lifesaving benefit was 
limited to people at high risk of 
cardiovascular disease. 

Given that heart disease and 
stroke are the leading causes of 
death among Americans, you’d 
think this research might have 
drastically lifted our consumption 
of fish. Alas, relatively little change 
has occurred. 

Fish consumption reached a high 
of 16.6 pounds per person a year 
in 2004, and has declined slightly 
since, according to the Depart¬ 


ment of Agriculture. 

"Asians eat about 35 pounds of 
fish a year, including bony fish,” 
Paul Greenberg, the author of 
two popular books on seafood, 
told me. 

This may help to explain the lon¬ 
ger life expectancy of the Japa¬ 
nese. 

Although meat intake by Ameri¬ 
cans has nose-dived from a peak

of nearly 150 pounds a person in 
1971, it is still at 100 pounds per 
capita. Poultry intake has risen 
from 41 pounds in the 1960s to 99 
pounds a person today. 

If choosing which fish to buy is your 
issue, search out a specialty store 
or supermarket seafood coun¬ 
ter that has a knowledgeable 
clerk. Ask for recommendations 
and preparation ideas. Plenty of 
stores will have recipes available. 
A useful guide to the most envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly choices can 
be found at www.seafoodwatch. 
org. 

Make sure you’re getting fresh 
fish, which should not smell "fishy.” 
The freshest fish is sold frozen, un¬ 
less it comes from local waters. I 
avoid buying fish on Mondays 
because most wholesale markets 


are closed on Sundays and Mon¬ 
day’s fish is more likely to be old. 

If the fish you buy is wrapped in 
plastic, it will become smelly un¬ 
less it’s frozen right after purchase. 
I always rinse and pat dry fish be¬ 
fore cooking it. 

If you live near a coast, check 
out farmer’s markets or stores for 
locally caught fish and shellfish, 
which is likely to be freshest and 
more flavorful. 

Farmed fish is not necessarily the 
ecological or health disaster some 
claim it to be. American catfish, 
for example, is "our most success¬ 
fully farmed fish, and the process 
creates wetlands that birds use 
a lot,” Greenberg said. Farmed 
salmon now comes mostly from 
Chile, where it cannot disrupt wild 
populations. 

Most mussels come from farms 
and help to clean the water they 
live in. They are low in fat and cal¬ 
ories, are good sources of omega- 
3s and are very low in cholesterol. 
On the other hand, shrimp (half of 
it farmed, often under question¬ 
able conditions), squid and lob¬ 
ster are high in cholesterol. 

Those concerned about cooking 
fish and its odoriferous aftereffect 
have two options: Grill it outdoors, 
or choose fish when you dine out 
or take out. 

A frequent kitchen mistake is 
overcooking fish. It should appear 
a little raw when taken from the 
oven orstovetop, Greenberg sug¬ 
gested. “By the time it gets to the 
table, it will be properly done,” he 
said. I agree. 

Some people have to be cau¬ 
tious about seafood. Anyone with 
a clear-cut allergy to any fish or 
shellfish, which can be life-threat¬ 
ening, should avoid it and learn 
what other varieties may cross- 
react. 

Pregnant women are advised to 
limit their consumption of fish like 
tuna and swordfish with high lev¬ 
els of mercury, which can injure 
the developing fetal brain. But pri¬ 
or pregnancy restrictions on raw 
fish (sushi and sashimi) have been 
lifted, so long as the fish has been 
frozen at 0 to minus 4 degrees 
Fahrenheit for at least three days 
to kill any parasites.Q

CAIRO (AP) — Egypt late 
Monday announced a 
24-hour extension in talks 
between Israel and the 
Hamas militant group 
aimed at salvaging a long¬ 
term arrangement that 
would allow reconstruction 
of the Gaza Strip following 
a monthlong war that killed 
more than 2,000 people. 
The announcement came 
just minutes before a tem¬ 
porary truce was set to ex¬ 
pire at midnight, averting a 
resumption of the fighting 
that has caused devastat¬ 
ing damage across Gaza 
and disrupted life through¬ 
out southern Israel. 
“Palestinians and Israelis 
agreed on extending the 
cease-fire by 24 hours to 
continue current negotia¬ 
tions,” the Egyptian govern¬ 
ment said in a statement. 
Palestinian and Israeli of¬ 
ficials confirmed they had 
accepted Egypt’s request 
for an extension. 

A Palestinian negotia¬ 
tor said the sides had ex¬ 
changed draft proposals 
for a long-term truce that 
were to be addressed dur¬ 
ing the 24-hour extension in 


talks. He spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to 
brief the media. 

Since last week, Egypt has 
been hosting indirect talks 
between Israel and Hamas 
aimed at ending the war. 
Gaza Health Ministry of¬ 
ficial Ashraf al-Kidra said 
Monday the death toll from 
fhe fighting had jumped to 
over 2,000 Palestinians, the 
majority of them civilians, 
while U.N. officials, who 
often take more time to 
verify figures, puf the num¬ 
ber at 1,976. Thousands of 
homes were destroyed, 
and tens of thousands of 
people remain huddled 
in U.N. shelters. Israel lost 
67 people, all but three of 
fhem soldiers. 

Egyptian mediators shut¬ 
tled between the sides 
Monday, but gaps ap¬ 
peared to remain wide. 
Hamas is demanding an 
end to a seven-year Israe- 
li-Egyptian blockade of 
Gaza that has devastated 
the local economy.

Robbers ambush Saudi prince’s convoy

PARIS (AP) — Armed rob¬ 
bers ambushed a car in a 
Saudi prince’s diplomatic 
convoy on its way to a Par¬ 
is airport commonly used 
for private jets, raiding the 
Mercedes for valuables 
then torching and aban¬ 
doning the vehicle, police 
and prosecutors said Mon¬ 
day. 

Five to eight assailants 
flashed handguns but fired 
no shots in the Sunday night 
attack, the Paris prosecu¬ 
tor's office said. No injuries 
or arrests were reported. 
Rocco Contento of the 
SGP Paris police union said 
on BFM television that the 
car had 250,000 euros in 
cash and official embas¬ 
sy documents, and that 
the assailants were well- 
informed about the car's 


itinerary. 

The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice said the Mercedes car¬ 
ried “things of value,” but 
would not confirm the theft 
of cash or documents. 

The car, with a driver and 
two passengers, was head¬ 
ing for Paris’ Le Bourget air¬ 
port to handle paperwork 
for the departing prince, 
according to the prosecu¬ 
tor's office. Le Bourget is 
often used for high-level 
visitors. 

The Saudi Embassy in 
France said in a statement 
that the hijacked vehicle 
had German license plates 
and had been rented by a 
Saudi national who had his 
belongings in the car and 
was on his way to the air¬ 
port. The driver was forced 
to pull over, and the car 
was stolen with the lug¬ 
gage inside, said the state¬ 


ment, carried by the offi¬ 
cial Saudi Press Agency. 
French officials refused 
to name those in the car 
or the prince, who has 
since left the country for 
an unidentified destina¬ 
tion. Members of the Saudi 
royal family offen come to 
Paris for diplomatic or busi¬ 
ness visits. 

The burned shell of the 
stolen car was later found 
near the attack site in 
northern Paris along with 
another car, apparently 
belonging to the assailants, 
according to the prosecu¬ 
tor’s office.

UN urging exit screenings 
for Ebola at some airports

GENEVA (AP) — Ebola- 
affected countries should 
immediately begin exit 
screening all passengers 
leaving international air¬ 
ports, sea ports and major 
ground crossings, the U.N. 
health agency said on 
Monday. 

The agency didn’t spell 
out which countries should 
start screening passengers, 
but noted that the Ebola 
outbreak involves trans¬ 
mission in Guinea, Liberia 
and Sierra Leona and a 
“small number of people 
in Nigeria.” All countries, 
even those unaffected by 
the outbreak in West Af¬ 
rica, need to strengthen 
their ability to detect and 
immediately contain new 
cases without doing any¬ 
thing that unnecessar¬ 
ily interferes with interna¬ 
tional travel or trade, the 
agency said. But countries 
don’t need to impose trav¬ 
el restrictions and active 
screening of passengers if 
they do not share borders 
with Ebola-affected coun¬ 
tries, it said. 

Authorities in Liberia, Sierra 
Leone and Guinea say 
they are already closely 
inspecting departing pas¬ 
sengers for signs of fever or 
illness. The risk of the Ebola 
virus being transmitted dur¬ 
ing air travel is low because 
unlike infections such as in¬ 
fluenza or tuberculosis, it is 
not spread by breathing air 
and airborne particles from 
an infected person. 
Nonetheless, the World 
Health Organization said 
anyone with an illness con¬ 
sistent with the virus should 
not be allowed to travel 
normally and all passen¬ 


gers should routinely wash 
their hands and avoid di¬ 
rect contact with body flu¬ 
ids of infected people. 
“Transmission requires di¬ 
rect contact with blood, 
secretions, organs or other 
body fluids of infected liv¬ 
ing or dead persons or ani¬ 
mals, all unlikely exposures 
for the average traveler," 
the agency said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The only way to contain 
the disease, for which there 
is no licensed treatment, is 
by isolating the sick and 
closely watching for signs 
of infection in those they 
have come into contact 
with. A person usually has 
no symptoms for two to 21 
days, but after the incuba¬ 
tion period the symptoms 
include fever, weakness, 
muscle pain, headache 
and sore throat, according 
to WHO. Then comes vom¬ 
iting, diarrhea, rash, and in 
some cases, bleeding. 

The Geneva-based agen¬ 
cy has been criticized by 
non-U.N. health organi¬ 
zations as being slow to 
call for an emergency re¬ 
sponse to the Ebola crisis. 
Some countries have 
banned direct flights to 
states hit by the disease. 
British Airways, Kenya Air¬ 
ways and a number of re¬ 
gional carriers have also 
canceled flights to the 
capitals of Sierra Leone 
and Liberia despite the 
WHO's recommendation 
that no travel or trade 
bans be put in place. Last 
month, a Liberian-Ameri- 
can man infected with Eb¬ 
ola boarded a flight from 
Liberia to Nigeria and died 
days later; 11 people who 
came into contact with 
him have been infected. □

CAIRO (AP) — Airstrikes 
launched by an unknown 
party targeting Islamist-led 
militias in Libya’s capital 
killed six people Monday, 
authorities said, as the in¬ 
terim government vowed 
to investigate the strikes 
amid raging street battles. 
The confusion over who 
launched the two fighter 
jets shows the chaos still 
engulfing Libya after the 
2011 civil war that toppled 
down longtime dictator 
Moammar Gadhafi. 

In a statement, the govern¬ 
ment demanded the chief 
of staff and military intel- 


istry of External Affairs, said 
Pakistan’s high commis¬ 
sioner in New Delhi had 
been specifically warned 
that the talks, scheduled 
for Aug. 25, would be jeop¬ 
ardized if he met with lead¬ 
ers of the separatist group 
Hurriyat Conference. He 
described India’s message 
as “talk to the separatists or 
talk to us.” 

The Pakistani official met 
with Hurriyat leaders Sun¬ 
day. 

“We were all ready to 
move into a constructive 
diplomatic engagement," 
Akbaruddin told NDTV, 
a television news station. 
“Alas, since then, what we 
see as efforts to undermine 
the dialogue have hap-

6 killed in mystery airstrikes in Libya 
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The chasm tilting Scots toward independence

MOFFAT, Scotland - David 
Mundell, the only Conserva¬ 
tive Party member among 
59 British lawmakers elect¬ 
ed from Scotland, would 
love to have a colleague 
or two to help out with ap¬ 
pearances on morning TV 
and radio shows. 

While easing his workload, 


it would also answer the 
jibe that, as a Conserva¬ 
tive member of the British 
Parliament, Mundell is rarer 
in Scotland than a giant 
panda. (There are two in 
the Edinburgh Zoo). 

“I don't feel under siege, I 
don’t feel marginal, I don’t 
feel unloved,” said Mundell, 
who nonetheless confesses 
to mild irritation that so 
many people “tell the pan¬ 
da joke expecting me not 
to have heard it before." 
The joke has stuck because 
it speaks to a central fact 
driving the debate over 
whether Scotland should 
vote for independence 
from the United Kingdom: 
There is a vast ideological 
chasm between Scotland, 
whose political center of 


gravity is distinctly to the 
left, and England, which 
is the geographic base of 
the Conservatives. 

If Scots vote “yes” in Sep¬ 
tember in the indepen¬ 
dence referendum, it will 
be at least partly a rejec¬ 
tion of the Conservative 
Party, which under Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher reshaped 
British politics in the 1980s 


and is now in a governing 
coalition with the centrist 
Liberal Democrats.Even 
before the independence 
vote, Scotland is pursuing 
a very different course from 
the central government in 
London, thanks to earlier 
agreements that granted 
it considerable freedom 
to pursue its own policies. 
Scots enjoy several ben¬ 
efits that are more gener¬ 
ous than those available 
in England, some of them 
free, in areas including 
home health care for the 
elderly, university tuition, 
medical prescriptions and 
bus travel for retirees. 

The Scottish National Party, 
which controls the Scottish 
government and supports 
independence, wants to 


get rid of nuclear weapons, 
raise the minimum wage in 
line with inflation and be¬ 
gin a sweeping extension 
of child care. And it is more 
favorable toward immi¬ 
gration and the European 
Union than the British gov¬ 
ernment is. 

“There is more of a com¬ 
munitarian viewpoint in 
Scotland that sees the val¬ 


ue of coming together to 
provide public services, to 
acknowledge the strength 
of community in Scotland,” 
said Nicola Sturgeon, Scot¬ 
land's deputy first minister. 
This, she said in an interview, 
is “reflected in some of fhe 
different policy choices,” 
adding that Scotland 
could learn still more from 
Nordic social democracies. 
Even some political oppo¬ 
nents of Scottish indepen¬ 
dence agree that a diver¬ 
gence is underway, includ¬ 
ing Henry McLeish, a former 
first minister, or head of the 
Scottish government. 

As a member of the Labour 
Party, which opposes inde¬ 
pendence, McLeish says 
he will vote against seces¬ 
sion next month, but that a 


“no” vote might only delay 
separation. “You can start 
to peel away the layers, 
and what you get then for 
most Scots is an increas¬ 
ingly unattractive union 
with very little to offer,” he 
said, citing issues including 
the “ramshackle” unwritten 
British Constitution and the 
British government’s poli¬ 
cies toward immigration 


and the European Union. 
Some suggest that the po¬ 
litical differences between 
the two countries are ex¬ 
aggerated. A study by 
two academics, John Cur¬ 
tice and Rachel Ormston, 
concluded that although 
Scotland was more social- 
democratic in outlook than 
England, “the differences 
are modest at best.” 

Others contend that the 
divide is not between Scot¬ 
land and England but be¬ 
tween the south of England 
and the rest of Brifain. Po¬ 
litically, Scotland has more 
in common with the north 
of England than London 
does, they say. And some 
argue that Scottish gov¬ 
ernment policies like free 
university tuition benefit the 


middle class more than the 
poor, and therefore should 
not be considered leftist. 
Yet Cairns Craig, professor 
of Irish and Scottish studies 
at the University of Aber¬ 
deen, contends that Scot¬ 
land “has always had what 
one might call a strong 
‘communitarian’ tradition, 
dating back at least to the 
Reformation, in which it is 
assumed that the members 
of a community support 
each other.” 

One example is the more 
democratic structures that 
evolved historically in the 
Scottish church, where pa¬ 
rishioners elect ministers. 
Another is the communi¬ 
tarian ethos embodied in 
Scottish philosophy and 
theology, Craig added, cit¬ 
ing John Macmurray, the 
20th-century philosopher 
whose Christian socialism 
was said to have inspired 
former Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, who led the Labour 
Party to victory in three na¬ 
tional elections in the 1990s 
and 2000s. 

More direct causes of the 
divergence between Scot¬ 
tish and English politics lie 
with British political parties, 
particularly the Conserva¬ 
tives. In the 1955 general 
election, the Conserva¬ 
tive Party won more than 
half of Scofland’s seafs in 
the British Parliament, yet 
by the 1997 general elec¬ 
tion it had failed to secure 
a single seat there.“She 
was one of the worst things 
that ever happened po¬ 
litically to this country,” 
Webster said. The passions 
provoked by the Thatcher 
years stretched the po¬ 
litical system to its break¬ 
ing point. Between 1979 
and 1992, two years after 
Thatcher resigned, Scots 
favored the Labour Party in 
four elections but, because 
of results in England, ended 
up with Conservative gov¬ 
ernments anyway. (Sup¬ 
porters of independence 
argue that only separation 
can guarantee that this will 
not happen again.) 

Finally, in 1997, England 
and Scotland voted the 
same way - for Labour - 
and the new government 
created a Scottish Parlia¬ 
ment with substantial pow¬ 
ers to set policy. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

Sweating, clapping and 
shouting until he was 
nearly hoarse, Steve 
Ballmer introduced himself 
to Los Angeles Clippers 
fans at a rally on Monday 
celebrating his new 
ownership of the NBA team. 
The former Microsoft CEO 
made his way through the 
crowd inside Staples Center 
to Eminem's song “Lose 
Yourself,” exchanging high- 
fives and chest-bumping as 


he took the stage in front of 
4,500 fans. 

Ballmer paid a record $2 
billion for the team in a 
sale that was confirmed 
by a judge last week. The 
name of disgraced former 
owner Donald Sterling, who 
controlled the team for 33 
years before being banned 
for life by the NBA for racist 
remarks, was never uttered 
during the rally. 

“We're looking forward,” 
Ballmer proclaimed, having 
removed his blue Clippers 
hat. “Everything is about 


looking forward." 

Ballmer's fervor was in 
stark contrast to Sterling, 
who never spoke to the 
media and was famously 
frugal when it came to 
spending on the team 
during decades of losing — 
despite having amassed a 
fortune through real estate. 
“Today is about this other 
guy who just happened 
to have two billion dollars 
in his pocket,” coach Doc 
Rivers joked on stage.

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Simms, Dungy likely not to use ‘Redskins’ on TV

NEW YORK (AP) - Two influ¬ 
ential NFL voices - including 
CBS lead analyst Phil Simms, 
who will handle Washing¬ 
ton's Week 4 game - said 
Monday they likely won’t 
use the term "Redskins” 
when discussing the fran¬ 
chise. 

"My very first thought is 
it will be Washington the 
whole game,” Simms told 
The Associated Press on 
Monday. 

Simms will work the Thurs¬ 
day night package the 
network acquired this sea¬ 
son and will have Giants- 
Redskins on Sept. 25. He 
isn’t taking sides in the de¬ 
bate over whether Wash¬ 
ington’s nickname is offen¬ 
sive or racist. But he says 
he is sensitive to the com¬ 
plaints about the name, 
and his instincts now are to 
not use Redskins in his an¬ 
nouncing. 

"I never really thought 
about it, and then it came 
up and it made me think 
about it," Simms added. 
"There are a lot of things 
that can come up in a 
broadcast, and I am sensi¬ 
tive to this.” 

His broadcast partner, Jim 
Nantz, says it is "not my job 
to take a stance.” 

NBC’s Tony Dungy, one of 
the most prominent voices 
in the league as a Super 


Bowl-winning coach and 
now as a studio commen¬ 
tator, plans to take the 
same route as Simms. 

"I will personally try not 
to use Redskins and refer 
to them as Washington,” 
Dungy said in an email. 
"Personal opinion for me, 
not the network.” 

CBS is allowing its announc¬ 
ers to decide on their own 
whether to call the team 
the Redskins. So is Fox, 
which handles the NFC 
and will televise most of 
Washington’s games. 

"As long as their nickname 
is the Redskins, III continue 
to call them the Redskins,” 
said Hall of Famer Troy Ai- 
kman, the lead analyst for 
Fox. 

NBC does not have any 
Redskins games sched¬ 
uled - the late-season flex 
scheduling could change 
that - but the team cer¬ 
tainly will be mentioned on 
its NFL telecasts this sea¬ 
son. The network said "For 
all of our sports properties, 
our on-air commentators 
have full discretion to refer¬ 
ence participating teams 
by their city/region/state 
name, team nickname or 
both.” 

ESPN said in a statement: 
"We use the marks and 
nicknames as utilized by 
the teams, leagues and 
conferences we cover.” 


The Redskins’ nickname 
was the subject of a half¬ 
time essay by NBC's Bob 
Costas last October when 
Washington played Dallas 
on Sunday night. In part, 
Costas said, "Think for a 
moment about the term 
‘Redskins,’ and how it truly 
differs from all the others. 
Ask yourself what the equiv¬ 
alent would be, if directed 
toward African-Americans, 
Hispanics, Asians, or mem¬ 
bers of any other ethnic 
group. When considered 
that way, ‘Redskins’ can’t 
possibly honor a heritage, 
or noble character trait, 
nor can it possibly be con¬ 
sidered a neutral term. It's 
an insult, a slur, no matter 
how benign the present- 
day intent.’” 


Several CBS announcers, 
appearing at a network 
news conference about 
its NFL coverage, said they 
will use the nickname. 
"That's the name of their 
team and that’s what I am 
going to use,” said Boomer 
Esiason, a member of the 
CBS studio crew and also 
an analyst for Westwood 
One on Monday night 
games. 

Spero Dedes and Solomon 
Wilcots will call the second 
game of the season when 
the Redskins host Jack¬ 
sonville. Dedes said he will 
seek direction from the en¬ 
tire broadcast crew on us¬ 
ing the nickname. 

"I sympathize with people 
who may be offended by 
the name,” Dedes said. " 


Wilcots said he will use 
"Washington Redskins as 
long as that is what they 
are called. That's their of¬ 
ficial name and I used it 
last year, two years ago, 10 
years ago.” 

Rich Gannon, the NFL’s 
MVP in 2002 with the Raid¬ 
ers, spent one season play¬ 
ing for the Redskins. He now 
announces games for CBS. 
"There are so many Red¬ 
skins fans that take great 
pride in the name,” Gan¬ 
non said. "(Owner) Daniel 
Snyder has said he’s talked 
and visited with (many) 
American Indian nations 
who are supportive of the 
name. And there are those 
who oppose it who are be¬ 
ing heard. It's an important 
topic."

“I asked him are you sure it 
went through and he said, 
‘I know my bank account is 
minus two billion so I know 
something went through.'" 
Ballmer gave out his 
email address during the 
televised rally and was 
quick to assure fans he 
won’t move the team to 
Seattle, where he’s lived 
for 34 years. He was nearly 
an NBA owner last year 
before league owners 
chose to keep the Kings in 
Sacramento, rather than 
allow them to be sold to 
a group that included 
Ballmer and moved to 
Seattle. 

“I love Los Angeles,” he 
said. “Yes, I live in Seattle. 


We're not moving the 
Clippers to Seattle for a 
hundred reasons.” 

Ballmer used a microphone, 
but his booming voice easily 
filled the arena without it. 
He prowled the stage and 
gestured to make his points 
in the enthusiastic style 
he was known for among 


Microsoft employees. 
“We're going to be 
bold. Bold means taking 
chances,” he said. “We're 
going to be optimistic. 
We're going to be hard¬ 
core. Nothing gets in our 
way, boom! The hard-core 
Clippers, that’s us.” 

Chris Paul, Blake Griffin and 


DeAndre Jordan were 
among eight players on 
hand, along with Rivers, 
who guided the Clippers to 
57 wins last season, his first 
with the team. 

“When he came through 
the crowd, I literally had 
goose bumps,” Griffin said 
afterward. “I don’t know 
if there's one good word 
to describe him. I know all 
our guys are excited about 
the energy he brings. It's 
completely different." 
Ballmer took a few emailed 
questions from season 
ticketholders, including 
a 26-year fan who asked 
how the next 26 years of 
the franchise would be 
different. 

“I’ll boldly say the Clippers 
will win many, many more 
Larrys in the next 26 years 


than they did in the last 
26," he said, referring to the 
Larry O'Brien trophy that 
goes to the NBA champion. 
Rivers clearly got a kick 
out of Ballmer's passionate 
display, cracking up at his 
new boss’ proclamations 
after having previously 
seen him only on YouTube. 
“I love energy,” Rivers said 
later. “You get caught up in 
that and that's good. That 
was great for our fans." 
Interim CEO Dick Parsons 
testified during the court 
battle over the team's 
sale that Rivers would quit 
if Sterling was the owner 
going into next season. 
“Sometimes you do have 
to take a stand,” Rivers 
said. “I didn’t think I was 
going to have to (quit), but 
a lot of us were willing to for 
sure." 
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Nadal won’t defend U.S. Open title because of wrist

Reigning champion Rafael 
Nadal pulled out of the U.S. 
Open because of an injury 
for the second time in three 
years Monday, leaving No¬ 
vak Djokovic and Roger Fe- 
derer as the men to beat at 
the year’s last Grand Slam 
tournament. 

Nadal announced his with¬ 
drawal, blamed on a bad 
right wrist, one week be¬ 
fore play begins at Flushing 
Meadows. 

“I am sure you understand 
that it is a very tough mo¬ 
ment for me since it is a 
tournament I love and 
where I have great mem¬ 
ories from fans, the night 
matches, so many things," 
a posting on Nadal's Face- 
book page read. “Not 
much more I can do right 
now, other than accept 
the situation and, as always 
in my case, work hard in or¬ 
der to be able to compete 
at the highest level once I 
am back." 

The second-ranked Nadal 
plays left-handed, but he 
uses a two-handed back¬ 
hand. 

The 14-time major cham¬ 
pion was hurt July 29 while 
practicing on his home is¬ 
land of Mallorca ahead 
of the North American 
hard-court circuit. The next 
day, Nadal announced 
he needed to wear a cast 
on his wrist for two to three 
weeks and would be sitting 
out tournaments in Toronto 
and Cincinnati. 

The 28-year-old Spaniard 
also said at that time he ex¬ 
pected to return for the U.S. 
Open. 

Instead, he’s the fourth 
man in the Open era, 
which began in 1968, to 
decline to try to defend his 
U.S. Open title. The others 
were Ken Rosewall in 1971, 
Pete Sampras in 2003 and 
Juan Martin del Potro in 


2010. Del Potro also is out of 
this year’s U.S. Open after 
wrist surgery in March. 
Nadal is 44-8 with four titles 
in 2014, including his record 
ninth French Open trophy 
in June. He has not com¬ 
peted since losing in the 
fourth round of Wimbledon 
on July 1. 

With Nadal sidelined, five¬ 
time U.S. Open champion 
Federer joins Djokovic as 
a favorite in New York — 
even if there are questions 
about them. 

Federer turned 33 this 
month, and it’s been more 
than two years since he 
won one of his record 17 
Grand Slam titles. But he 
is coming off a runner-up 
finish at Wimbledon last 
month and a hard-court 
title at the Cincinnati Mas¬ 
ters on Sunday. 

After beating David Fer¬ 
rer 6-3, 1-6, 6-2 on Sunday, 
Federer declared: “My 
game’s exactly where I 
want it to be.” 

Djokovic won Wimbledon 
to take the No. 1 rank¬ 
ing from Nadal, but had a 
rough time on hard courts, 
losing his second match in 
both Toronto and Cincin¬ 
nati. 

Still, Djokovic will be seeded 
No. 1 at the U.S. Open, and 
the third-ranked Federer is 
expected to rise one seed¬ 
ing spot to No. 2, so they 
could meet only in the final. 
The draw is Thursday. 
Federer reached six con¬ 
secutive finals at Flushing 
Meadows from 2004-09, 
but hasn’t been that far 
since, losing in the semifi¬ 
nals in 2010 and 2011, the 
quarterfinals in 2012, and 
the fourth round a year 
ago, when he was dealing 
with a bothersome back. 
Nadal won his second U.S. 
Open championship in 
2013, part of a run of reach¬ 
ing the final in each of his 
last three appearances. He 


beat Djokovic to win the 
titles in 2010 and last year, 
and lost to Djokovic in 2011. 
The one question about 
Nadal over the years has 
been his durability, on ac¬ 
count of a hard-charging. 


NEW HAVEN, Connecticut

Column: Grief gives no timetable on Stewart return

CHARLOTTE, North Carolina 
(AP) — There are hundreds 
of guidebooks on how to 
handle grief, how to navi¬ 
gate the emotional suffer¬ 
ing that follows a signifi¬ 
cant loss. 

None of those studies offer 
a clean timetable on when 
the roller coaster of emo¬ 
tion will come to a stop. 
So there is no timetable on 
when Tony Stewart will get 
back into a race car. 

The three-time NASCAR 
champion has skipped two 
races since his car struck 
and killed Kevin Ward Jr. 
during an Aug. 9 sprint 


car race. His Stewart-Haas 
Racing team will not pres¬ 
sure him to return, and wins 
and trophies and a berth 
in the Chase for the Sprint 


Cup championship have 
all been put into perspec¬ 
tive in a sport in which the 
show always goes on. 

“The Chase is of the lowest 


priority as it relates to Tony 
right now," said Brett Frood, 
executive vice president at 
SHR. “Right now it’s about 
getting Tony in a better 
place than he is. When 
he’s ready to do that, he’ll 
get back in the car.” 
Stewart has been in seclu¬ 
sion since Ward’s death, his 
whereabouts undisclosed. 
He’s been described as 
heartbroken, devastated 
for Ward’s family and over¬ 
come by the outpouring 
of behind-the-scenes sup¬ 
port he’s received from 
the NASCAR community. 
But very few people have 
spoken to Stewart, who 
seems to be grieving away 


from many he’s close to at 
the track. Kevin Harvick, his 
longtime friend and team¬ 
mate, said Sunday he's not 
spoken to Stewart. Nor had 
Rick Hendrick, one of the 
most steadying voices in 
NASCAR and a mentor to 
many, including Stewart. 

Dr. Joseph R. Ferrari, a so¬ 
cial psychologist at De- 
Paul University, said Stew¬ 
art could be acting on the 
advice of legal counsel, or 
simply struggling through a 
tricky emotional process. 
“Does he feel guilt or 
shame? I think that’s what 
is going on,” Ferrari said.

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Government wants to make cars talk to each other

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration 
said Monday it is taking a 
first step toward requiring 
that future cars and light 
trucks be equipped with 
technology that enables 
them to warn each other 
of potential danger in time 
to avoid collisions. 

A research report released 
by the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra¬ 
tion estimates that the 
technology could eventu¬ 
ally prevent as many as 
592,000 left-turn and inter¬ 
section crashes a year, sav¬ 
ing 1,083 lives. The agency 
said it will begin drafting 
rules to require the tech¬ 
nology in new vehicles. 

The technology uses a ra¬ 
dio signal to continually 
transmit a vehicle's posi¬ 
tion, heading, speed and 
other information. Similarly 
equipped cars and trucks 
would receive the same in¬ 
formation, and their com¬ 
puters would alert drivers 
to an impending collision. 

A car would “see" when 
another car or truck 
equipped with the same 
technology was about 
to run a red light, even if 
that vehicle were hidden 
around a corner. A car 
would also know when a 
car several vehicles ahead 
in a line of traffic had made 
a sudden stop and alert 
the driver even before the 
brake lights of the vehicle 
directly in front illuminate. 
The technology works up 
to about 300 yards (275 


meters) away. 

If communities choose to 
invest in the technology, 
roadways and traffic lights 
could start talking to cars, 
as well, sending warn¬ 
ings of traffic congestion 
or road hazards ahead in 
time for drivers to take a 
detour. 

The technology is separate 
from automated safety 
features using sensors and 
radar that are already be¬ 
ing built into some high-end 
vehicles today and which 
are seen as the basis for 
future self-driving cars. But 
government and industry 
officials see the two tech¬ 
nologies as compatible. If 
continuous conversations 


between cars make driv¬ 
ing safer, then self-driving 
cars would become safer 
as well. 

Transportation Secretary 
Anthony Foxx called the 
vehicle-to-vehicle technol¬ 
ogy “the next great ad¬ 
vance in saving lives.” 

“This technology could 
move us from helping peo¬ 
ple survive crashes to help¬ 
ing them avoid crashes 
altogether — saving lives, 
saving money and even 
saving fuel thanks to the 
widespread benefits it of¬ 
fers,” Foxx said. 

It will take time for the 
technology to reach its full 
effectiveness since the cur¬ 
rent fleet of vehicles on the 


road will have to turn over 
or be retrofitted. Once a 
critical mass of vehicles is 
equipped with the tech¬ 
nology, they are expected 
to be able to follow each 
other safely at a close, pre¬ 
set distance on highways. 
Such “platoons" or “road 
trains” hold the potential to 
enhance the flow of traffic 
and save fuel. 

The information sent be¬ 
tween vehicles does not 
identify those vehicles, but 
merely contains basic safe¬ 
ty data, NHTSA said. “The 
system as contemplated 
contains several layers of 
security and privacy pro¬ 
tection to ensure that vehi¬ 
cles can rely on messages 


sent from other vehicles," 
the agency said. 

Adding the technology to 
new vehicles or retrofitting 
existing ones is expected 
to cost about $341 to $350 
per vehicle in 2020, but 
could decrease by more 
than $100 over time as 
manufacturers gain experi¬ 
ence making the devices, 
the safety administration 
report said. 

The Alliance of Automo¬ 
bile Manufacturers and 
the Association of Global 
Automakers praised the 
technology, but avoided 
commenting directly on 
the government’s intention 
to require the technology 
in new cars. Instead, both 
groups urged the Federal 
Communications Com¬ 
mission to preserve the 5.9 
GHz radio frequency for 
vehicle-to-vehicle commu¬ 
nications. 

The frequency was initially 
expected to be dedicat¬ 
ed to transportation tech¬ 
nologies, but the commis¬ 
sion has said it is exploring 
whether that frequency 
can be used for other wire¬ 
less demands as well. 

“We understand the press¬ 
ing need for additional 
spectrum and are open to 
sharing this spectrum if it 
can be done safely,” said 
Gloria Bergquist, vice presi¬ 
dent for the alliance. “We 
continue to urge the FCC 
not to compromise the use 
of the spectrum until it is 
definitively established that 
sharing will not interfere 
with the safety of the driv¬ 
ing public.”□ 


Report: NSA eyed preset strikes in cyberattacks

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

National Security Agency 
secretly planned a cy¬ 
berwarfare program that 
could automatically fire 
back at cyberattacks from 
foreign countries without 
any human involvement, 
creating the risk of ac¬ 
cidentally starting a war, 
according to a new re¬ 
port based on interviews 
with former NSA contrac¬ 
tor Edward Snowden. 

The program, code- 
named MonsterMind, 
would have let the military 


agency automate the 
process of “hunting for the 
beginnings” of a foreign 
cyberattack, the report 
said. The software would 
be constantly on the 
lookout for digital “traffic 
patterns” that indicated 
known or suspected at¬ 
tacks, said the report pub¬ 
lished this week by Wired 
magazine. 

The report, part of a wide- 
ranging interview with 
Snowden in Moscow, de¬ 
scribed the MonsterMind 
program as “in the works" 
and went further than 
other programs that ex¬ 


isted for decades. Without 
any human involvement, 
Snowden told the maga¬ 
zine, a counter-attack 
could be leveled at an 
innocent party — largely 
because initial attacks are 
often routed or diverted 
through other countries. 
“You could have some¬ 
one sitting in China, for ex¬ 
ample, making it appear 
that one of these attacks 
is originating in Russia. And 
then we end up shooting 
back at a Russian hospi¬ 
tal,” Snowden said. “What 
happens next?” 

The problem of affribufion 


after a cyberattack has 
long unsettled computer 
security experts. A House 
technology subcommit¬ 
tee in 2010 concluded 
that, “proactively tracing 
interactions within a sys¬ 
tem may help determine 
where an attack originat¬ 
ed after one occurs, but 
tracing every interaction 
is impractical and quite 
likely unconstitutional." 
Snowden also called the 
program a major threat 
to privacy because NSA 
would first “have to se¬ 
cretly get access to virtu¬ 
ally all private communi¬ 


cations coming in from 
overseas fo people in the 
U.S.,” said the new report, 
by NSA expert and author 
James Bamford. 

Snowden remains exiled 
in Russia since leaking top 
secret NSA documents to 
journalists last year. They 
revealed the NSA was col¬ 
lecting the phone records 
and digital communica¬ 
tions of millions of citizens 
not suspected of a crime, 
prompting congressional 
reform. 

The NSA declined to com¬ 
ment on specifics of the 
Wired report.□ 
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Wall Street gains on corporate deal news

NEW YORK (AP) — Cor¬ 
porate deal news gave 
the US stock market a lift 
on Monday as a bidding 
contest erupted for a dis¬ 
count retailer. Stocks also 
climbed amid reports of 
diplomatic efforts to broker 
a cease-fire in the conflict 
in Ukraine. 

Dollar General jumped 
after making a bid for re¬ 


tailer Family Dollar, a rival 
discount store. The offer 
topped a bid made last 
month by Dollar Tree, an¬ 
other discount retailer. Air¬ 
lines were also among the 
big gainers as the price of 
oil slumped. 

The stock market is bounc¬ 
ing back after a bout of 
summer volatility pushed 
the Standard & Poor's 500 
down earlier this month to 
its lowest level since May. 
The index is now less than 
1 percent below its record 
close of 1,987 reached on 
July 24. Investors had be¬ 


come skittish on concerns 
that the tensions between 
Russia and Ukraine were 
escalating. 

“Investors are focusing 
back on earnings and fun¬ 
damentals and not as wor¬ 
ried about some of those 
geopolitical pressures right 
now,” said Chris Gaffney, 
a senior market strategist 
at Everbank Wealth Man¬ 
agement. The S&P 500 rose 
16.68 points, or 0.9 per¬ 


cent, to 1,971.74. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
gained 175.83 points, or 1.1 
percent, to 16,838.74. The 
Nasdaq composite gained 
43.39 points, or 1 percent, 
to 4,508.31. 

Dollar General was the 
biggest gainer in the S&P 
500. The company's stock 
rose $6.68, or 11.6 percent, 
to $64.14 after it made 
a $8.95 billion bid to buy 
Family Dollar. That's high¬ 
er than the $8.5 billion bid 
that Dollar Tree made for 
Family Dollar last month. 
Sterne Agee recom¬ 


mended buying Dollar 
General's stock, saying 
that the company could 
benefit from significantly 
higher earnings following 
the acquisition. Family Dol¬ 
lar, the target of the bid, 
also jumped on the news, 
climbing $3.75, or 5 per¬ 
cent, to $79.81. Dollar Tree 
fell $1.34, or 2 percent, to 
$54.26. Airline stocks were 
among the gainers as well 
after the price of oil fell to 


its lowest level since April as 
fears of supply disruptions 
from Iraq eased. Fuel is a 
big component of airlines’ 
costs. Southwest Airlines 
rose $1.06, or 4 percent, to 
$30.82. United Continental 
climbed $1.83, also 4 per¬ 
cent, to $47.84. 

Despite the increased vol¬ 
atility caused by the ten¬ 
sions in Ukraine and else¬ 
where, stocks are still an 
attractive investment, said 
Dan Curtin, a global invest¬ 
ment specialist for JPMor- 
gan Private Bank. 

Inflation remains and low 


and corporate earnings 
remain strong. Earnings 
growth in the second quar¬ 
ter was 10.2 percent for 
companies in the S&P 500, 
compared to 4.9 percent 
in the same period a year 
ago and 3.4 percent in the 
first quarter, according to 
data from S&P Capital IQ. 
Later this week investors will 
focus the Federal Reserve. 
Policy makers are winding 
down their economic stim¬ 
ulus and will likely start to 
raise interest rates at some 
point next year. 

On Wednesday, the Fed will 
release the minutes from its 
July policy meeting and 
on Friday Fed Chair Janet 
Yellen will give a speech at 
an annual conference of 
central bankers, policy ex¬ 
perts and academics from 
around the world at Jack- 
son Hole, Wyoming. Yellen 
is expected to reaffirm her

Schrader is 
based in Denver and em¬ 
ploys about 2,500 people 
globally, including more 
than 300 engineers. 
Sensata Technologies 
Holding NV, a former Texas 
Instruments subsidiary, is 
based in the Netherlands. 


It makes sensing, electri¬ 
cal protection, control 
and power management 
products. U.S.-traded 

shares of Sensata closed 
at $46.17 on Friday and 
have climbed 19 percent 
so far this year, a bigger 
advance than the 6 per¬ 
cent gain registered by the

Lawsky, extracted a $25 
million fine from Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers. Under 
the deal, reported by The 
New York Times on Sunday, 
Lawsky will also bar the 
firm’s regulatory consult¬ 
ing unit from performing 
certain assignments on be¬ 
half of New York-regulated 
banks for two years. 

The settlement stems from 
the consulting firm's work 
for Bank of Tokyo-Mitsubishi 
UFJ, the giant Japanese 
bank. In 2007, as the bank 
was facing regulatory scru¬ 
tiny for doing business with 
countries blacklisted by 
the United States, it hired 
PricewaterhouseCoopers 
to conduct a review of 
transactions with Iran and 
other sanctioned coun¬ 
tries, including some trans¬ 
fers routed through its New 
York branch. 

The firm, which eventu¬ 
ally submitted a report to 
regulators detailing the il¬ 
licit transactions, claimed 
its work was objective and 
impartial. 

But in the settlement, 
Lawsky accused the firm of 
“improperly altering” the 
report. 

In an initial draft of the re¬ 
port, PricewaterhouseCoo¬ 
pers included paragraphs 
from a bank manual out¬ 
lining “special instructions” 
employees should follow 
to ensure that transactions 
with Iran and other coun¬ 
tries sanctioned by the U.S. 
did not draw attention. But 
under pressure from the 
bank, the consulting firm 
deleted those paragraphs 
in the version of the report 
sent to regulators. 

The firm also deleted - or 
watered down - a number 
of other important issues. 
Initially, the report said that

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Google’s pivotal IPO launched 
a decade of big business bets

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Google’s IPO, a decade ago 
this week, launched the company on a trajectory that 
continues to reshape its business and much of the 
world in its orbit. 

And CEO Larry Page is determined to push even fur¬ 
ther. Page’s vision is that Google’s products and ser¬ 
vices will become the control center of people’s lives: 
The company's driverless cars will chauffeur people 
around safer roads and deliver goods within hours of 
an online order. People won’t even have to bother 
leaving their homes, which will be made more comfort¬ 
able and enjoyable through the use of smart applianc¬ 
es. Robots will handle tedious chores and other jobs, 
freeing up time for people to enjoy lives prolonged by 
health-management tools and disease-fighting break¬ 
throughs engineered by Google. Internet-connected 
eyewear and watches will supplement the smart¬ 
phones that ensure Google is a constant companion 
capable of anticipating questions and desires. 
Google's big bets are fueled by Page’s belief that "... 
incrementalism leads to irrelevance over time, espe¬ 
cially in technology, because change tends to be 
revolutionary, not evolutionary," he wrote in May in 
Google's annual letter to shareholders. 

Although Page has been taking risks since he co¬ 
founded Google with Sergey Brin 1998, the stakes 
probably wouldn’t be as high if not for the company’s 
pivotal IPO on Aug. 19, 2004. 

Besides raising about $1.2 billion in cash, the IPO em¬ 
powered Google Inc. with a stock that the company 
used to attract more brainy engineers and buy prom¬ 
ising companies such as YouTube. Google now em¬ 
ploys 52,000 workers, some 20 times more than at the 
time of the IPO and has snapped up more than 250 
companies in the past 10 years. 

The ambitious expansion has extended Google’s 
empire far beyond the influential search engine that 
processes more than 100 billion queries each month 
and still brings in most of the company’s projected 
$67 billion in revenue this year. Google is also a lead¬ 
er in email, Web browsers, Internet video and mobile 
computing now. The company already has amassed 
so much power that it has been the subject of broad 
antitrust investigations in the U.S. and Europe amid al¬ 
legations that it uses its size and stature to stifle compe¬ 
tition. The Federal Trade Commission absolved Google 
of wrongdoing last year while the European Commis¬ 
sion is still examining the issue. 

ROCKY ROAD TO WALL STREET 

When Google filed its IPO paperwork in April 2004, the 
iconoclasm of Page and Brin shone through the legal- 
ese and standard boilerplate language. The duo in¬ 
cluded an “owner’s manual” that declared Google’s 
intent to remain an unconventional company that 
pampered its employees, made risky gambles on 
long-term projects at the expense of short-term earn¬ 
ings growth and paid little heed to the unwritten Wall 
Street rules that prod executives to offer financial fore¬ 
casts each quarter. In another break from tradition. 
Page and Brin set up a bidding process known as a 
“Dutch auction” designed to give a larger pool of in¬ 
vestors an opportunity to determine the IPO price and 
buy the stock before it began trading on Nasdaq. This 
differed from the usual system that depends on bank¬ 
ers to set the IPO price and distribute the pre-trading 
shares to their preferred clients, who often expected 
to get them at a slight discount.

Dollar General bids on Family Dollar

General isn’t about to be 
left out in the cold. The 
discounter is starting a bid¬ 
ding war for Family Dol¬ 
lar with an approximately 
$8.95 billion offer as it at¬ 
tempts to trump a Dollar 
Tree bid. 

For Dollar General, the 
decision to enter the fray 
was clear because Family 
Dollar had been on its ra¬ 
dar for a while. Dollar Gen¬ 
eral Chairman and CEO 
Rick Dreiling said during a 


One reason Dollar General 
is angling for Family Dollar 
is its customer base. Dreil¬ 
ing said that Family Dollar 
is strong in metropolitan ar¬ 
eas, while Dollar General’s 
strength lies in rural mar¬ 
kets. 

“Maybe we'll be able to 
learn something from each 
other,” he said. 

The two businesses also 
have similar pricing strat¬ 
egies, offering shoppers 
most products at $10 or 
less. At Dollar Tree, every¬ 
thing in its stores costs just 
a buck. 


ily Dollar combination 
would create a chain with 
almost 20,000 stores in 46 
states and sales of more 
than $28 billion. 

Family Dollar has also 
come into play because 
of its business struggles. The 
Charlotte, North Carolina 
company has been shut¬ 
tering stores and cutting 
prices in hopes of boosting 
its financial performance.

Page and Brin didn’t help 
Google’s cause. They 
showed up to investor pre¬ 
sentations in casual attire 
and then answered ques¬ 
tions with off-the-cuff re¬ 
marks that provided little 
information.

Investors who bought 
Google’s stock on the first 
day of trading have been 
richly rewarded. The shares 
rose 18 percent to close at 
slightly above $100 on in 
their Wall Street debut and 
have never fallen below 
the IPO price. Adjusted for 
a split completed earlier this 
year, Google’s stock has 
risen roughly 14-fold, leaving 
the company with a market 
value of nearly $400 billion. 
Only Exxon Mobil Corp. and 
Apple Inc. are worth more. 
Apple didn’t fare quite as 
well as Google in the first 
decade after its Decem¬ 
ber 1980 IPO. Apple’s stock 
merely tripled in value dur¬ 
ing its first 10 years of trading. 
By comparison, Microsoft 
Corp.’s stock had soared 
90-fold a decade after its 
March 1986 IPO and Ama¬

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Ebola puts focus on drugs made in tobacco plants

NEW YORK (AP) — It’s an 
eye-catching angle in the 
story of an experimental 
treatment for Ebola: The 
drug comes from tobacco 
plants that were turned into 
living pharmaceutical fac¬ 
tories. 

Using plants this way — 
sometimes called “pharm- 
ing” — can produce com¬ 
plex and valuable proteins 
for medicines. That ap¬ 
proach, studied for about 
20 years, hasn't caught on 
widely in the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal industry. 

But some companies and 
academic labs are pursu¬ 
ing it to create medicines 
and vaccines against such 
targets as HIV, cancer, the 
deadly Marburg virus and 
norovirus, known for caus¬ 
ing outbreaks of stomach 
bug on cruise ships, as well 
as Ebola. 

While most of the work in 
this area uses a tobacco 
plant, it’s just a relative of 
the plant used to make 
cigarettes. 

“It’s definitely not some¬ 
thing you smoke,” said 
Jean-Luc Martre, a spokes¬ 
man for Medicago, a Ca¬ 
nadian company that's 
testing flu vaccines made 
with tobacco plants. 
Medicago has a new pro¬ 
duction facility in Research 
Triangle Park, North Caro¬ 
lina. Once approved by 
federal authorities, it’s ex¬ 
pected to be able to make 
30 million doses of seasonal 
flu vaccine a year, or 120 
million vaccine doses to 
fight a major outbreak of 
“pandemic” flu if the gov¬ 
ernment requests it. 
Scientists favor tobacco 
plants because they grow 
quickly and their biology is 
well understood, said Ben 
Locwin, a pharmaceuti¬ 


cal biotech consultant in 
Portsmouth, New Hamp¬ 
shire, who is considered an 
expert on plant-produced 
medicines by the American 
Association of Pharmaceu¬ 
tical Scientists. 

The North Carolina opera¬ 
tion can handle as many 
as 90,000 plants. Under 
the whir of fans, rows of 
young seedlings grow for 
about a month, until they 
are about a foot tall. Then 
they are taken by robots to 
another section of the fa¬ 
cility, turned upside down 
and dipped in a tank to be 
“infiltrated” with whatever 
proteins they wish to grow. 
There are a number of Eb¬ 
ola treatments and vac¬ 
cine in development, and 
one comes from tobacco 
plants grown in specialized 
greenhouses at another 
operation, Kentucky Bio- 
Processing, in Owensboro, 
Kentucky. 

That experimental treat¬ 
ment, called ZMapp, uses 


proteins called antibodies, 
and is designed to inacti¬ 
vate the Ebola virus and 
help the body kill infected 
cells. It hasn’t been tested 
in people but had shown 
promise in animal tests, so 
it was tried in three people 
sickened by Ebola in West 
Africa — two U.S. aid work¬ 
ers and a Spanish mission¬ 
ary priest, who later died. 
The last few doses avail¬ 
able are in Liberia. Ken¬ 
tucky BioProcessing, which 
produces it for the San Di¬ 
ego-based Mapp Biophar- 
maceutical, said it would 
take several months to 
make more, but it is work¬ 
ing to increase production. 
In general, the idea behind 
pharming is to slip the ge¬ 
netic blueprints for a par¬ 
ticular protein into a plant 
and let the plant’s protein¬ 
making machinery go to

work. Then the protein can 
be extracted from plant tis¬ 
sues. While tobacco plants 
are a mainstay of such 
work, proteins also have 
been produced in other 
plants, such as safflower 
and potato. 

In fact, the only medicine 
made this way that the 
federal government has 
approved for general use 
in people is made in a lab¬ 
oratory from cells of carrot 
plants. It treats a genetic 
illness called Gaucher’s 
disease. The drug was ap¬ 
proved in 2012 by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

A plant-made vaccine for 
a chicken disease gained 
approval from the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture in 2006 
but was never brought 
to market. Another plant- 
produced product to fight 
germs that cause tooth de¬ 


nounced the new rule 
Monday in a news release. 
Park officials say they have 
seen a rapid increase in the 
use of drones recently. The 
ban also extends to Hoven- 
weep and Natural Bridges 
national monuments.

The lack of any stronger 
track record for approved 
drugs in the United States is 
a key reason why the plant- 
based technology hasn’t 
been embraced more fully, 
Locwin said. 

Some companies use cells 
from bacteria instead, but 
they can't always produce 
the complicated proteins 
that drug companies need, 
he said. The plant-based 
approach “has a tremen¬ 
dous amount of promise, 
but it doesn’t yet have the 
FDA blessing across the 
board to be able to say this 
is successful” and a proven 
way to get a drug to mar¬ 
ket, he said. 

And it would cost compa¬ 
nies money to change over 
to the new technology, he 
said. 

Plant-based drugs have at¬ 
tracted the attention and 
funding of the federal gov¬ 
ernment, however, as a 
fast and cheap approach 
to make a lot of vaccine 
material in case of terror¬ 
ist attacks, said Daniel Tuse 
(pronounced too-SAY'), a 
consultant and managing 
director of Intrusept Bio¬ 
medicine, which also works 
with tobacco plants in Ow¬ 
ensboro.

Review: An insightful look at digital-age clutter

I fall asleep to the glow of 
Netflix and, when I awake, 
begin the digital litany 
of my day: the relentless 
email and news, the Face- 
book and Twitter feeds, the 
blogs and mindless videos, 
and on and on. I remember 
somewhat vaguely when I 
used pay phones to dic¬ 
tate the story of the day, 
when an online life was lim¬ 
ited to the screeching dial¬ 
up of AOL and, as a child, 
when even that was a for¬ 
eign idea. 

Michael Harris offers in his 
book “The End of Absence" 
a fascinating assessment 
of this moment we inhabit 
and, for those old enough 
to remember, highlights 
the rare opportunity we 
have to recall what it was

like before we filled our day 
with unstoppable status up¬ 
dates, conversations inter¬ 
rupted by Wikipedia fact 
checks and the suffocat¬ 
ing weight of thousands of 
emails. 

It's all become so normal 
that it feels as if we knew all 
of Harris’ observations be¬ 
fore we read them, though 
they remain insightful and 
stunning and frightening. 
We are denizens of a world 
where facts are invented, 
true expertise is devalued, 
authenticity is at a premium 
and, more than anything 
else, distractions reign. 

“As we embrace a tech¬ 
nology's gifts, we usually 
fail to consider what they 
ask from us in return — the 
subtle, hardly noticeable 
payments we make in ex¬ 
change for their marvel¬ 


ous service,” he writes. “We 
don’t notice, for example, 
that the gaps in our sched¬ 
ules have disappeared be¬ 
cause we’re too busy de¬ 
lighting in the amusements 
that fill them. We forget 
the games that childhood 
boredom forged because 
boredom itself has been 
outlawed. Why would we 
bother to register the end 
of solitude, of ignorance, of 
lack? Why would we care 
that an absence has disap¬ 
peared?” 

Though Harris doesn’t total¬ 
ly answer those questions, 
he makes clear something 
has been lost, and it's hard 
not to agree. He may be 
most eloquent when he 
sounds an alarm on behalf 
of those with no memory 
of the world before, those 
young minds that have 


been rewired by our new 
normal: “I fear we are the 
last of the daydreamers. I 
fear our children will lose 
lack, lose absence and 
never comprehend its qui¬ 
et, immeasurable value.” 

Chances are, you'll rec¬ 
ognize yourself in Harris’ 
writing and note that you, 
too, enjoyed a life without 
so much static. Toward the 
end of his concise work, he 
takes a monthlong sabbati¬ 
cal leave from the Internet 
and his cellphone and all 
their related trappings. He 
gains no epiphany, though, 
and offers no sweeping ad¬ 
vice for readers. It is, he ac¬ 
knowledges, more medita¬ 
tion than prescription, but 
it is an illuminating, worthy 
reckoning of our disjointed, 
digital life.

The response to the killing of 
the unarmed teenager Michael 
Brown - whom his family called 
the “gentle giant” - by the Fergu¬ 
son, Missouri, police officer Dar¬ 
ren Wilson - who was described 
by his police chief as “a gentle, 
quiet man” and “a gentleman” 

- has been anything but genteel. 
There have been passionate but 
peaceful protests to be sure, but 
there has also been some vio¬ 
lence and looting. Police forces 
in the town responded with an 
outlandish military-like presence 
more befitting Baghdad than 
suburban Missouri. 

There were armored vehicles, 
flash grenades and a seem¬ 
ingly endless supply of tear gas 

- much of it Pentagon trickle- 
down. There were even officers 
perched atop vehicles, in cam¬ 
ouflage and body armor, point¬ 
ing weapons in the direction of 
peaceful protesters. 

Let me be clear here: Pointing a 
gun at an innocent person is an 
act of violence and provocation. 
Americans were aghast at the 
images, and condemnation was 
swift and bipartisan. The gover¬ 
nor put the state Highway Patrol 
in charge of security. Tensions 
seemed to subside, for a day. 

But then on Friday, when releas¬ 
ing the name of the officer who 
did the shooting, the police 
chief also released details and 
images of a robbery purporting 
to show Brown stealing cigars 
from a local convenience store 
and pushing a store employee 
in the process.B The implication 
seemed to be that Wilson was 
looking for the person who com¬ 
mitted the convenience store 
crime when he encountered 
Brown. But, later in the day, the 
chief said Wilson didn’t know 
Brown was a robbery suspect 
when they encountered each 
other. Something seemed off. 
The police chief’s decision to re¬ 
lease the details of the robbery 
and the images - without releas¬ 
ing an image of Wilson - struck 
many as perfidious. In a strongly 
worded statement. Brown’s fam¬ 
ily and attorneys accused the 
chief of attempting to assassi¬ 
nate the character of the dead 
teen. Some also deemed it an 
attempt at distraction from the 
central issue: An officer shot an 
unarmed teenager who witness¬ 
es claim had raised his hands in 
surrender when at least some of 
the shots were fired, which the

family and its attorneys called “a 
brutal assassination of his person 
in broad daylight.” 

The Justice Department is even 
investigating whether Brown’s 
civil rights were violated. This 
would include the excessive 
use of force. As the department 
makes clear, this “does not re¬ 
quire that any racial, religious, 
or other discriminatory motive 
existed.” 

It’s impossible to truly know the 
chief’s motives for his decision to 
release the robbery information 
at the same time as the officer’s 
name, but the effect was clear: 
That night, a fragile peace was 
shattered. There was more loot¬ 
ing, although peaceful protest¬ 
ers struggled heroically to block 
the violent ones. 

On Saturday, the governor issued 
a midnight curfew for the town. 
A small band of protesters defied 
it and some were arrested. 

The community is struggling to 
find its way back to normalcy, 
but it would behoove us to dig 
a bit deeper into the underlying 
frustrations that cause a place 
like Ferguson to erupt in the first 
place and explore the unten¬ 
able nature of our normal. 

Yes, there are the disturbingly re¬ 
petitive and eerily similar circum¬ 
stances of many cases of un¬ 
armed black people being killed 
by police officers. This reinforces 
black people’s beliefs - support¬ 
able by actual data - that blacks 
are treated less fairly by the po¬ 
lice. But I submit that this is big¬ 
ger than that. The frustration we 
see in Ferguson is about not only 
the present act of perceived in¬ 
justice but also the calcifying sys¬ 
tem of inequity - economic, edu¬ 
cational, judicial - drawn largely 
along racial lines. 

In 1951, Langston Hughes began 
his poem “Harlem” with a ques¬ 
tion: “What happens to a dream 
deferred?” Today, I must ask: 
What happens when one desists 
from dreaming, when the very 
exercise feels futile? 

The discussion about issues in 
the black community too often 
revolves around a false choice: 
systemic racial bias or poor per¬ 
sonal choices. In fact, these fac¬ 
tors are interwoven like the fin¬ 
gers of clasped hands. People 
make choices within the context 
of their circumstances and those 
circumstances are affected - 
sometimes severely - by bias. 
These biases do material dam¬ 
age as well as help breed a 
sense of disenfranchisement 
and despair, which in turn can 
have a depressive effect on as¬ 
piration and motivation. This all 
feeds back on itself. If we want 
to truly address the root of the 
unrest in Ferguson, we have to 
ask ourselves how we can break 
this cycle. Otherwise, Hughes’ 
last words of “Harlem,” referring 
to the dream deferred, will con¬ 
tinue to be prophetic: “does it 
explode?” □ 
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The Forever Slump

It’s hard to believe, but almost 
six years have passed since the 
fall of Lehman Bros, ushered in 
the worst economic crisis since 
the 1930s. Many people, myself 
included, would like to move on 
to other subjects. But we can’t, 
because the crisis is by no means 
over. Recovery is far from com¬ 
plete, and the wrong policies 
could still turn economic weak¬ 
ness into a more or less perma¬ 
nent depression. 

In fact, that’s what seems to 
be happening in Europe as we 
speak. And the rest of us should 
learn from Europe’s experience. 
Before I get to the latest bad 
news, let’s talk about the great 
policy argument that has raged 
for more than five years. It’s easy 
to get bogged down in the de¬ 
tails, but basically it has been a 
debate between the too-much- 
ers and the not-enoughers. 

The too-muchers have warned 
incessantly that the things gov¬ 
ernments and central banks are 
doing to limit the depth of the 
slump are setting the stage for 
something even worse. Deficit 
spending, they suggested, could 
provoke a Greek-style crisis any 
day now - within two years, de¬ 
clared Alan Simpson and Erskine 
Bowles some 3 1/2 years ago. 
Asset purchases by the Federal 
Reserve would “risk currency 
debasement and inflation,” de¬ 
clared a who’s who of Republi¬ 
can economists, investors and 
pundits in a 2010 open letter to 
Ben Bernanke. 


The not-enoughers - a group that 
includes yours truly - have argued 
all along that the clear and pres¬ 
ent danger is Japanification rath¬ 
er than Hellenization. That is, they 
have warned that inadequate 
fiscal stimulus and a premature 
turn to austerity could lead to a 
lost decade or more of econom¬ 
ic depression, that the Fed should 
be doing even more to boost the 
economy, that deflation, not in¬ 
flation, was the great risk facing 
the Western world. 

To say the obvious, none of the 
predictions and warnings of the 
too-muchers have come to pass. 
America never experienced a 
Greek-type crisis of soaring bor¬ 
rowing costs. In fact, even within 
Europe the debt crisis largely 
faded away once the European 
Central Bank began doing its job 
as lender of last resort. Mean¬ 
while, inflation has stayed low. 
However, while the not-enough¬ 
ers were right to dismiss warnings 
about interest rates and inflation, 
our concerns about actual defla¬ 
tion haven’t yet come to pass. 

This has provoked a fair bit of 
rethinking about the inflation 
process (if there has been any re¬ 
thinking on the other side of this 
argument, I haven’t seen it), but 
not-enoughers continue to worry 
about the risks of a Japan-type 
quasi-permanent slump. 

Which brings me to Europe’s 
woes. 

On the whole, the too-muchers 
have had much more influence 
in Europe than in the United 
States, while the not-enoughers 
have had no influence at all. 
European officials eagerly em¬ 
braced now-discredited doc¬ 
trines that allegedly justified fis¬ 
cal austerity even in depressed 
economies (although America 
has de facto done a lot of auster¬ 
ity, too, thanks to the sequester 
and cuts at the state and local 
level). And the European Central 
Bank, or ECB, not only failed to 
match the Fed’s asset purchases, 
it actually raised interest rates in 


2011 to head off the imaginary 
risk of inflation. 

The ECB reversed course when 
Europe slid back into recession, 
and, as I’ve already mentioned, 
under Mario Draghi’s leadership, 
it did a lot to alleviate the Euro¬ 
pean debt crisis. But this wasn’t 
enough. The European economy 
did start growing again last year, 
but not enough to make more 
than a small dent in the unem¬ 
ployment rate. 

And now growth has stalled, 
while inflation has fallen far be¬ 
low the ECB’s target of 2 percent, 
and prices are actually falling in 
debtor nations. It’s really a dismal 
picture. 

Draghi & Co. need to do what¬ 
ever they can to try and turn 
things around, but given the po¬ 
litical and institutional constraints 
they face, Europe will arguably 
be lucky if all it experiences is one 
lost decade. 

The good news is that things 
don’t look that dire in America, 
where job creation seems finally 
to have picked up and the threat 
of deflation has receded, at least 
for now. But all it would take is a 
few bad shocks and/or policy 
missteps to send us down the 
same path. 

The good news is that Janet Yel- 
len, the Fed chairwoman, under¬ 
stands the danger; she has made 
it clear that she would rather take 
the chance of a temporary rise in 
the inflation rate than risk hitting 
the brakes too soon, the way the 
ECB did in 2011. 

The bad news is that she and her 
colleagues are under a lot of 
pressure to do the wrong thing 
from the too-muchers, who seem 
to have learned nothing from be¬ 
ing wrong year after year, and 
are still agitating for higher rates. 
There’s an old joke about the 
man who decides to cheer up, 
because things could be worse 
- and sure enough, things get 
worse. That’s more or less what 
happened to Europe, and we 
shouldn’t let it happen here.Q

“But 
he has a hard job to do. 
There’s, I don’t know, 1,800 
of us? And he’s not going to 
make all 1,800 of us happy.” 
Moore, 36, uses a 1-to-100 
rating scale for dozens 
of categories, including 
strength, catching, jump¬ 
ing, speed, awareness and 
toughness. 

“Everybody thinks they’re a 
100,” said Bills wide receiver 
Mike Williams. “No matter 
what you get, you’re not go¬ 


to capture game speed 
with pads on, not how fast 
you run in a straight line on 
a short lawn in a T-shirt,” 
Moore said. 

Sometimes video game 
players complain a player is 
too good. Or the game de¬ 
signers complain that Moore 
has guys rated so highly in 
certain categories that it 
throws the game off-kilter. 
Among the guys he under¬ 
estimated were Washington 
running back Alfred Morris 
and Giants wide receiver 
Victor Cruz, both of whom 
started a season with mid- 
60s ratings and finished in 
the high 80s. It works the 


reading some stories that he 
bench presses 400 pounds, 

I immediately boosted his 
strength rating up to 88.” 
Moore got an earful after 
rating Ravens offensive line¬ 
man Marshall Yanda as the 
26th-toughest player in Balti¬ 
more. 

“All his teammates were 
basically upset about it. 
Everybody’s like, ‘There’s 
not 25 people in the world 
tougher than Marshall Yan¬ 
da,”’ Moore said. “So, that 
got my attention. And then 
there was a story written 
about him how he played 
on a broken leg. Same thing 
with a separated shoulder.

So, I’m like, OK, yeah, this 
guy’s tough. I’ll move him up 
to a 98.” Some positions are 
harder to grade than oth¬ 
ers. Offensive lineman don’t 
have many stats to study. 
Moore turns to sites that do 
advanced metrics such as 
Pro Football Focus and Foot¬ 
ball Outsiders. 

“You plug in data points 
wherever possible,” Moore 
said. “Obviously, a lot of it is 
subjective and that’s where 
the real art comes into it.” 
Moore is known for correct¬ 
ing mistakes. 

Titans receiver Justin Hunt¬ 
er’s was one of the country’s 
top high jumpers in college, 
so he was not happy with his 
rookie jumping rating. 

“When Madden came out 
this year, they had my jump¬ 
ing at 95, so ... they did it 
right,” Hunter said. 

Moore started at Electronic 
Arts in 1999 as a game tes¬ 
ter after winning a one-day 
tournament of the college 
football game, “NCAA 99.” 
He was eating lunch at the 
student union at the Uni¬ 
versity of Central Florida — 
where he was studying po¬ 
litical science with dreams 
of getting into law school 
— when he noticed a ban¬ 
ner announcing the tourney 
and decided to skip class 
that afternoon. 

He chatted up the game 
designers during the tour¬ 
ney, impressing them with 
minutiae, informing them 
their right-footed punter was 
actually left-footed in real 
life. After he won, they of¬ 
fered him a summer job. 
“And I’d get to test next 
year’s game and play it 
before anyone else? Heck 
yeah.” A few months later, 
he was offered a full-time 
gig, so he put his schooling 
on hold. He took over Mad¬ 
den ratings in 2009. 

Moore wasn’t much of an 
athlete as a kid, giving up 
football at 12. 

“I just never really had the 
size-speed combo you need 
to play high school football,” 
Moore said. “But, my God, I 
had a passion for the NFL 
draft and that whole pro¬ 
cess for my whole life. As far 
back as I can remember, I 
would be doing mock drafts 
on a big yellow pad. I loved 
to compare things and I 
loved to read things. 

“I loved to see who was the 
best at something. I just like 
to see how it’s ranked, how 
the numbers come out. "□
